By virtue of the authority vested in me as President of 
the United States, and upon the recommendation of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, Executive Order No. 10707 
of May 6, 1957, is amended by substituting for the 
second paragraph of the order the following: 

On a white disk the shield of the Coat of Arms of the 
United States (paly of thirteen pieces argent and gules a 
chief azure) between the motto “SEMPER PARATUS” 
in red; circumscribed by a white annulet edged and in- 
scribed “UNITED STATES COAST GUARD 1790” 
in blue all in front of two crossed anchors with stock, arms, 
and flukes in slight perspective in gold; superimposed 
upon a light blue disk with gold rope rim.

National Council on the Arts 


Announcement of Appointment of Eight New 
Members. December 12, 1966 


The President today announced the appointment of 
eight new members of the National Council on the Arts. 
The new members are Miss Marian Anderson, Lawrence 
Halprin, Miss Helen Hayes, Charlton Heston, Miss Jimilu 
Mason, Sidney Poitier, Donald Weismann, and Miss 
Nancy White. 
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The National Council on the Arts, created in 1964, 
advises the Chairman of the National Endowment for the 
Arts, created in 1965, on programs, policies, and proce- 
dures, and has a broad mandate from the Congress to 
assist in encouraging the development of the Arts in the 
United States. Roger L. Stevens is Chairman of the 
Council and serves as Chairman of the Endowment. The 
Council will hold the seventh meeting since its formation 
on December 14th and 15th in Washington. 

Marian Anderson, a native Philadelphian, began her 
singing career in 1924, Miss Anderson is recognized as 
one of the world’s leading contraltos and has made con- 
cert appearances throughout the United States and 
abroad. She has received decorations from Sweden, the 
Philippines, Haiti, Liberia, France, and Japan. In addi- 
tion to her many other activities, she served as U.S. 
Delegate to the 13th General Assembly of the United 
Nations, following her 12-nation tour through Asia in 
1957, which covered approximately 35,000 miles. She is 
also a member of the board of the Connecticut Commis- 
sion on the Arts. Miss Anderson is author of an auto- 
biography, “My Lord, What a Morning,” published tn 
1956. Married to Orpheus A. Fisher, she lives in Dan- 
bury, Conn. 

Lawrence Halprin was born in New York in 1916. He 
received degrees from Cornell University and the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and a bachelor degree in landscape 
architecture from Harvard University. Mr. Halprin has 
headed his own firm of landscape architecture in San 
Francisco since 1949. The recipient of the A.I.A. “Allied 
Professions Gold Medal, 1946,” he has written many 
articles and is the author of a book “Cities” published in 
1963. For several years he has lectured at the University 
of California at Berkeley and has been visiting lecturer at 
the University of British Columbia at Vancouver, the 
University of Pennsylvania, and the University of North 
Carolina. Mr. Halprin is the recipient of numerous 
awards in landscape architecture, urban planning, and 
design. 

Helen Hayes, a native Washingtonian, was graduated 
from Sacred Heart Academy. Known as first lady of 
the theatre, she appeared on the stage at the age of 6. In 
her distinguished career, Miss Hayes has appeared in 
numerous leading roles both in the United States and 
abroad. She has also made many cinema and television 
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appearances. Miss Hayes is honorary president of Amer- 
ican Theatre Wing and served as a member of the New 
York Council on the Arts from 1960-64. She has also 
served as president of the American National Theatre and 
Academy and as chairman of Women’s Activities of the 
National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. The widow 
of the late Charles MacArthur, the noted playwright, she 
resides in New York City, 

Charlton Heston was born in Evanston, Ill., in 1923. 
Mr. Heston has had a distinguished career in motion 
pictures and television and has played leading roles in 
such films as the “Ten Commandments,” “The Big 
Country,” and “Ben Hur.” For his performance in the 
latter film, he received an academy award. He has per- 
formed on the stage and on leading television programs. 
Mr. Heston served as film chairman of the National 
Arthritis and Rheumatism Foundation. He is married 
and has two children. 

Jimilu Mason was born in Las Cruces, N. Mex., in 1930 
and received her bachelor of arts degree at George Wash- 
ington University in 1953, Her sculpture has been ex- 
hibited at the Smithsonian Institution, at the Corcoran 
Gallery in Washington, at the Pennsylvania Academy of 
the Fine Arts in Philadelphia, and at the Detroit Museum 
of Fine Art. Miss Mason’s sculpture is represented in the 
permanent collections in public buildings in the United 
States. She has been honored by the Corcoran Art 
Gallery for a sculpture in bronze. 

Sidney Poitier was born in Miami, Fla., in 1927. He 
joined the American Negro Theatre and achieved star- 
dom in “A Raisin in the Sun” in 1960 and subsequently 
played many leading roles on the stage and in films. He 
was the recipient of a Motion Picture Academy award 
in 1964 for his performance in “Lilies of the Field.” Mr. 


‘ Poitier has also received awards at the Berlin Film Festival 


and from the New York Film Critics. In addition, he 
was given a special award at the Venice Film Festival. 
Married and the father of three children, he resides in 
Mount Vernon, N.Y. 

Donald Weismann, a native Milwaukeean, was born 
in 1914. He received his bachelor of science degree at 
Wisconsin State College in 1935 and holds a similar de- 
gree from the University of Minnesota. Dr. Weismann 
was a Carnegie scholar at Harvard in 1940 and received 
his Ph. D. degree at Ohio State University in 1950. 
From 1951 to 1954 he served as professor of art history 
and head of the art department at the University of 
Kentucky. From 1954-58 he was chairman of the de- 
partment of art at the University of Texas. He is now 
university professor in the arts and heads the special arts 
programs. Dr. Weismann is the recipient of many awards 
in the fine arts, and is a noted lecturer and author. He 
resides in Austin, Texas, with his wife and two children. 

Nancy White was born in Brooklyn, N.Y., in 1916. 
She began her magazine career in 1936 on the editorial 
staff of Pictorial Review. Miss White, a former editor of 
Good Housekeeping, became assistant editor of Harper’s 
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Bazaar in 1957. She has served as editor in chief of that 
magazine since 1958. Miss White, a past president of the 
Fashion Group, Inc., is married to publisher Ralph 
Delahaye Paine, Jr. They have two children and live in 
Easton, Conn. 


Newly appointed members will serve 6-year terms. 


Foreign Gifts and Decorations 


Executive Order 11320 Delegating Authority To 
Prescribe Rules and Regulations Relating to Foreign 
Gifts and Decorations. Dated December 12, 1966. 
Released December 13, 1966 


By virtue of the authority vested in me by Section 7 of 
the Foreign Gifts and Decorations Act of 1966 (Public 
Law 89-673; 80 Stat. 952) and Section 301 of Title 3 of 
the United States Code, and as President of the United 
States, it is ordered as follows: 

The Secretary of State, and, when designated by the 
Secretary of State for such purpose, the Under Secretary 
of State, are hereby designated and empowered to exer- 
cise, without the approval, ratification, or other action 
of the President, the authority conferred upon the Presi- 
dent by Section 7 of the Foreign Gifts and Decorations Act 
of 1966 to prescribe rules and regulations to carry out the 
purposes of that Act. Such rules and regulations shall be 
published in the Federal Register.

Economic and Social Council 
of the United Nations 


Announcement of Intention To Nominate 
Arthur Goldschmidt as U.S. Representative. 
December 13, 1966 


President Johnson today announced his intention to 
nominate Mr. Arthur Goldschmidt to be the U.S. Repre- 
sentative to the Economic and Social Council of the 
United Nations. The President today also announced his 
acceptance of the resignation of Ambassador James Roose- 
velt, effective December 15, from this position. Mr. 
Roosevelt has resigned for personal reasons. 
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The President told Mr. Roosevelt in his letter of accept- 
ance, “. . . You carry with you my good wishes, appre- 
ciation and gratitude.” 

If confirmed by the Senate, Mr. Goldschmidt would 
receive an annual salary of $26,000. 

For the past 16 years Mr. Goldschmidt has served with 
the staff of the United Nations and for the past 6 years 
as Senior Director for Special Fund Operations of the 
Department of Economic and Social Affairs. 

He received his A.B. degree from Columbia University 
in the city of New York in 1932. He undertook graduate 
studies in economics. 

He subsequently worked for the Federal Government 
in many capacities, including the Senate Committee on 
Interstate Commerce, the National Bituminous Coal Com- 
mission in the Public Works Administration, the National 
Power Policy Committee, and the Department of the 
Interior in research and administrative capacities. 

He was appointed Director of the Division of Power 
of the Department of the Interior in 1944 by Secretary 
Harold L. Ickes. 

Mr. Goldschmidt represented the Department of the 
Interior on the Executive Committee for Economic For- 
eign Policy and the Advisory Committee for Technical 
Assistance. He was a member of the National Commis- 
sion for UNESCO in 1949, a member of the preparatory 
committee and a U.S. delegate to the United Nations 
Scientific Conference for the Conservation and Utiliza- 
tion of Resources, an adviser to the U.S. delegation at 
ECOSOC in 1950. 

Mr. Goldschmidt joined the U.N. Secretariat in 1950 
as a Director in the Technical Assistance Administration. 
His work with the United Nations has taken him to a 
majority of the developing countries of Asia, the Middle 
East, Africa, and Latin America. 

Mr. Goldschmidt became senior adviser to the director 
of the U.N. technical assistance program in 1955. He 
spent a year beginning in 1957 as director of the national 
resources and industries team in Iran under the technical 
assistance program. Prior to his appointment as director 
for special fund operations in October 1959, he was Di- 
rector of the Bureau of Technical Assistance Operations. 


Mr. Goldschmidt is 56 years of age, and a resident of 
New York City. 


Private Investment in Korea 


Announcement of Privately Organized Mission 
To Stimulate U.S. Investment and To Promote 
U.S.-Korean Trade. December 15, 1966 


George W. Ball, former Under Secretary of State, will 
head a privately organized delegation of U.S. business- 
men to Korea during the week of March 20, 1967, to 
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stimulate American private investment and to promote 
increased U.S.-Korean trade. 


The mission was originally proposed during discussions 
between President Johnson and Korean President Chung 
Hee Park in Seoul early in November. The Presidents 
agreed then that the Korean economy’s current progress 
should make possible a substantial expansion of U.S. in- 
vestment in Korea and in trade between the two nations. 

The Korean economy has grown at a rate of 8 percent 
per year in the last 3 years. During the same period, 
exports have tripled and are expected to reach the equiv- 
alent of $250 million in 1966. 

Delegation members will be selected during the next 
month. Each will be a leader in his industry or in the 
financial community. It is planned to include repre- 
sentatives of large and small industry, banking, and trade, 
from major business centers of the United States who will 
be interested in specific areas of industry or trade in 
Korea. 

Mr. Ball, presently associated with the investment 
banking firm of Lehman Brothers, is chairman of Lehman 
International, Ltd., and counsel to the law firm of Cleary, 
Gottlief, Steen and Hamilton. 

Tristan E. Beplat, senior vice president of Manufac- 
turers Hanover Trust and President of the Korean-Ameri- 
can Commercial and Industrial Association in New York, 
has agreed to assist Mr. Ball. 


EXPO ’67—Canadian World’s Fair 


The President’s Remarks at the Unveiling of a Model 
of the U.S. Pavilion. December 15, 1966 


This is a very generous, thoughtful, and friendly thing 
for you to do to give me this invitation. 

The Secretary of State talked to me, beforé leaving for 
the NATO meeting in Paris, about the possibility of ac- 
cepting this invitation. 

This is a very exciting project. I should like nothing 
better than to be able to be there some time in the spring. 
It is a little far distant to be firm. 

A nation can be judged somewhat in its relations with 
other nations in the world by its relations with its neigh- 
bors. I am very proud of our relationship with Canada 
and the respect and affection which the American people 
have for your people. 

I have just returned from a brief visit with a delightful 
friend, the President of Mexico. I hope that our Nation 
can always live at peace and friendship with our neigh- 
bors adjacent to our country. 

I can think of nothing that would make me happier 
for Mrs. Johnson to be able to join me in accepting your 
invitation. I shall certainly try to follow some kind of 
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plan that will permit me to visit Canada in the days ahead, 
if you won’t make me be too precise. 

I just thank you for the honor. 
NOTE: The President spoke at 12:04 p.m. in the Cabinet Room at 
the White House. Present for the ceremony were Leonard Marks, 
Director of the United States Information Agency, A. Edgar Ritchie, 
Canadian Ambassador to the United States, Robert Winters, Cana- 
dian Minister of Trade and Commerce, Ambassador Pierre Dupuy, 
head of the Canadian World Exposition, R. Buckminster Fuller, 
architect of the U.S. exhibit, and Milton Fredman, Deputy U.S. 
Commissioner General for the exposition. Stanley R. Tupper is 
U.S. Commissioner General designate. 

The invitation to which the President referred was extended by 
the Canadian officials present, who presented him with an honorary 
“passport” to visit the exposition.

Vietnam War Veterans 


The President’s Remarks at a Party Given by 
Mrs. Johnson for a Group of Hospitalized 
Veterans. December 15, 1966 


Tue PresweENt. Good afternoon, ladies and gentlemen. 


Mrs. Johnson told me of her very great pleasure at your 
willingness to come here this afternoon and visit this 
house upon this occasion. 

I have just been meeting with some gentlemen in con- 
nection with some problems that you have already done 
a great deal about. I asked them to come here with me 
in the thought that perhaps they would want to see the 
men who had been so gallant and so courageous and so 
dedicated to freedom. I knew you would like to see 
some of them who act and talk and work every day to do 
likewise. 

First I want you to know that Secretary of State Rusk, 
Secretary McNamara, and Secretary of the Treasury 
Fowler are now in the NATO councils trying to pursue 
solutions that will lead us to peace in the world and to 
freedom for men everywhere. 

In their absence we have Acting Secretary of State, 
Mr. Nicholas Katzenbach, who is Under Secretary of 
State. I wanted you to meet him. 

Mr. Katzenbach. 

Mr. KatzensBacH. The only word I would say is to 
echo what the President has said. Everybody in this ad- 
ministration, the President and all of us who are working 
for peace in this world of ours, are very, very grateful for 
all that you have done and all that you have given. 

Tue Presment. The Acting Secretary of Defense, 
Mr. Cyrus Vance. 

Mr. Vance. Mr. President, all I want to say is that I 
am very proud to be associated in the Defense Department 
with all of these magnificent men. 

Tue Preswent. The distinguished Acting Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Admiral McDonald.

ApmirAL McDonatp. Thank you, Mr. President. 
Having spent over 40 years of my life in the military, I 
think I have a full appreciation of what you fellows have 
contributed. 

Tue Presivent. Gentlemen, no guests have ever been 
more welcome in this house. 

Each of you have exercised the highest form of citizen- 
ship that any citizenship can perform. You have all de- 
fended freedom in a great hour of need. You bear the 
scars of that sacrifice as an emblem of devotion to your 
country. 

Your President salutes you, and your Nation salutes 
you. 

In a short time I am going across the street a few hun- 
dred yards to light the Nation’s Christmas tree. I am 
going to tell the American people that today we are in a 
time of great trial. We are in a time of testing for our 
Nation, a time of uncertainty for our country. 

I am going to tell them that there are, however, some 
signs of hope throughout the world. 

In Asia I saw those signs myself, less than 2 months 
ago. In nation after nation I saw men and women who 
believe in the future for the first time in their lives. What 
makes them believe as they do? I will tell you. 

You men make them believe. You and your comrades 
in arms in Vietnam. Because you have proven to them 
that as long as there is an America their liberty is as pre- 
cious as ours. And you have told them much more 
eloquently than I could tell them that America does not 
fail them. 

Is this worth the sacrifice that you men have made? 
Well, only you can answer that question. But I think I 
know what your answer would be. I think I know what 
each of you would say, because just before I went into 
this meeting to pursue peace in the Security Council 
room, I dictated a letter to a widow of a Vietnam veteran 
who had sent me his last letter home. 

I want to read just two or three lines from it. 

He said: “I have offered every excuse in the book, but 
I know why I am here and why I couldn’t be any other 
place. ‘The reason is because I do believe that we should 
be here and I do believe that principle, basic principles 
are enough for a man to die for . . . At least the soldier 
knows why he is here—even me—we are here because 
we actually believe that our country is good enough to 
fight for, and even if necessary, die for. 

“All we ask is that some good come out of it,... 


“We have our troubles in America, but what little of 
the world I have seen doesn’t hold a candle to what our 
country is... I have sat here this night and looked in 
the faces of 18 young men—the oldest is 28 and I have 
talked to them about their homes and families and wives 
and sweethearts, and I cannot believe that these men who 
feel things so strongly could be deceived by any propa- 
ganda or by a first-class snow job. 

“Every one of these kids knows what he wants. 
There is not a ‘hero’ in the group over here looking for

glory or medals or any of that other garbage—thcy are 
here because they felt they were needed, that’s all! They 
all have plans—plans that have been put off for a year 
while they ‘do their bit... Only two of them are 
‘career’ soldiers. ‘The rest are citizen soldiers who have 
stepped out from the crowd to do what they can.” 

This is a long and rambling letter. I said to Mrs. 
Foster I have known many brave and wise men, but I 
wish I could have known the lieutenant. ‘Then I would 
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peace in the world, is just around the corner, but there 
will be some long and difficult days ahead, days that will 
require patience, judgments, and understanding. 
Ambassador Lodge has just come home. He will be 
down to report to me tomorrow. Ambassador Goldberg 
will join us, as will Secretary McNamara. Every waking 
hour those who are charged with the terrifying responsi- 
bility of leading and directing and planning and working 
to preserve freedom will be grateful that there are men like 


have known the best of men. 
His letter is an extraordinary testament. I am privi- 
leged to share its inspiration. 
He never wrote another letter. But the one he did 
_write will live as long as men honor courage and bravery 
and men love freedom. 
I wish I could tell you that what you have fought for, 


you who have protected it so well so long. 

I hope you have a good Christmas. You deserve it 
more than anyone I know. 

Thank you so much.

THE PAGEANT OF PEACE CEREMONY 


The President’s Remarks Before Lighting the National Community 
Christmas Tree. December 15, 1966 


Mr. Vice President and Mrs. Humphrey, Secretary Udall, Commissioner 
Tobriner, reverend clergy, Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts, distinguished plat- 
form guests, ladies and gentlemen: 


Tonight, with prayerful hope for the future, we have come here to 
light the Nation’s Christmas tree. 


Exactly 175 years ago today America sent another light out into the 
world. That light—and that promise—was America’s Bill of Rights. 

Few documents in all the history of freedom have ever so illuminated 
the paths of men. 

Today, the light of that great charter guides us yet. 

I know, as you know, that we face an uncertain future. Grave prob- 
lems threaten us all. As your President, I struggle with these problems 
every waking moment of every day. 

Here at home, in our own land, more than 20 million Negroes still 
yearn for the rights and the dignity that the rest of us take for granted. 

Abroad, half of the world’s people struggle daily against hunger, 
disease, and poverty. 


And tonight, even as we speak, American men are fighting in a 
strange land, a half a world away. 


And yet, at this time of Christmas, there are signs of hope. 

In the United States, we have made more progress in human rights 
in the past 6 years than we have made in all of the previous 100 years. 
And, if the goal of true equality is still far down the road, the barriers 
before that goal are falling every day. 

Throughout the world old quarrels are being forgotten, and nation 
is joining nation in a common effort to try to improve the lot of man. 
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And finally, in Vietnam, the tide of battle has turned. No one can 
say just how long that war will last. But we can say that aggression has 
been blunted, and that peace, with honor, will surely follow. 

The months ahead will not be easy ones. They will require great 
sacrifice, patience, understanding, and tolerance from each of us. 

But let us here tonight dedicate this Christmas tree with hope and 
great confidence. And let us rededicate ourselves to the principles of 
our Bill of Rights “to give light to them that sit in darkness and in the 
shadow of death, to guide our feet into the way of peace.”

Developmental Planning for Vietnam 


Announcement of Joint Planning Effort, With 
David Lilienthal Heading the U.S. Team. 
December 16, 1966 


The White House announced today that, in response 
to a request from Prime Minister Ky, the United States 
Government will join with the Government of Vietnam 
in sponsoring a joint planning effort on the long-run devel- 
ment of the Vietnam economy. 

In the opinion of the two governments it is time now to 
prepare for the problems and opportunities of peace. 

With the concurrence of the Vietnamese Government, 
the United States Government has asked Mr. David Lil- 
ienthal to lead a nongovernmental U.S. study and plan- 
ning team which will report to the two governments. Mr. 
Lilienthal has agreed to put together a team drawn from 


his Development and Resources Corporation and other 
U.S. sources with broad experience in developmental plan- 
ning. It will operate under contract to the Agency for 
International Development. Mr. Lilienthal’s experience 
and high qualifications are widely known, and the Presi- 
dent is grateful that he has agreed to undertake this task. 

The United States team will work closely with a coun- 
terpart Vietnamese development planning team led by 
Professor Nguyen Dang Thuc of the University of Saigon. 

The Government of Vietnam stressed at the Manila 
Conference its plans for the building of an expanded post- 
war economy, including plans for the conversion of mili- 
tary installations when appropriate. 

Eugene Black, after his recent tour of southeast Asia, 
has reported to the President that even in the midst of war, 
the foundations of future economic progress are being laid 
in Vietnam. The outlook for the Vietnamese economy 


once peace returns is highly favorable, Mr. Black told the 
President.
